Hence let the vicious tremble! and whilft 
he beholds the unfolding victim of brutality 
prove the innocent inftrument of punifhment, 
let him learn, that the laws he has tranigref- 
fed are never to be violated with impunity ; 
and that, however long he may efcape re- 
ceiving the reward of his crimes, vengeance 
will furely overtake him at laft, and that toc 
in a degree ftrictly proportioned to the nature 
and extent of his offence!

HE critica! occurrence of extraordinary

Notwithftanding the negociatioas between our 
Court and thatof London appear in a favourable 
tain, and we entertain hopes of preferving peace 
ind eitablifhing harmony, yet difficulties may arife 
and incidents occur which may prevent them com- 
ing to ahappy conclufion. For this reafon, the 
armaments are not only countermanded, but or- 
ders have been fent to Ferrol to arm all the vef- 
fels in that port; but of the fifteen fhips of the 
line and feven frigates there, they have been able 
yet, ouly to equip the St. Hermengelde, of 112, 
and the St. Ifabelle, of 74 guns, befides the two 
frigates, the Carmen and the Pilar, of 34 guns 
each, failed with provifions for the Weft-Indies. 


Lonvon, Auguf? 14. 

From the following letter it would appear that 
peace is yetat a diftance, as that very morning 
there had been a hotimprefs in the river, and ma- 
ny able hands picked up: 

<< Sir, Admiralty, Auguft 7. 

_ ** The armament goes on as ufual, and indeed 
this very day feveral officers have’ been added to 
the number already employed to prefs wherever 
they can, and protections are {till granted as if no 
Extra Gazette had been publifhed.”’ 

_. Matters between us and Spain do not feem in fo 
likely a way to be foon fettled.—There is advice 
in towo, that the Spanifh fleet, of 32 fail of the 
line, and ten frigates, failed from Cadiz harbour 
on the zoth ult.—probably with a view to exercife 
their men.—It is jaid, that the committee of the 
National Affembly of France, who were to decide 
on the propriety of complying with the demands 
of the Court of Spain for afliitance, have deter- 


}) mined by a majority of two, that the affiftance 


thould be given to Spaia, in cafe fhe fhould be in- 








volved in a war with this country.—This if true 
will give a confidence to the Court of Madrid. 
that may induce them to refufe the terms prefcrib. 
ed by our miniftry; and a war may be the confe. 
quence. Every exertion is continued to enlarge 
our naval force ;—new fhipsare commiffioned eve. 
ry week as faft as they can be got ready ;—and the 
imprefs goes on with unremitted vigour. The 
naval officers fay they never recolle& fuch earneg 
preparations at any former period. 

The whole expence of the armament, from the 
beginning of the 24th of July, the day on which 
Spain agreed to reftore the captured fhips has been 
made out, and a demand is to be made for it og 
the court of Spain, and alfo a fettiement at Noor. 
ka found, and a free fiftery in the South Seas; 
but as it is not expected Spain will readily com. 
ply with thefe demands, the armament is ftill con- 
tinued, with a view to enforce compliance; and 
if not agreed to, war muft inevitably follow.

Extra& of a letter from a gentleman in St. Fobn’s 
New-Brunfwick, to his friend in this town, 
dated 14th September 1790.

‘The action was brought by the former to 
recover damages for fcandalous words fpoken by 
the latter, wlio had accufed him very publicly of 
willfully fetting fire to hia itore, (which was 
burned down two years age, with a large quanuty 
of goods, {uppofed uear 4,000].

waked. The General toowas proved to have fu- 
borned a witneis to perjure himielf by giving falie 
evidence refpecting the removal of tome fail-clo 
“to a large amount, which he had fent away (ruin 
the flore, and reported to the underwriters as 
burnt—he alfo charged the underwriters wich fome 
fills worth feveral hundred pounds, which were 
not in the flore. This is but a part of the pre: 
againft him—in fhort fuch a icene of wickeaneis 
was brought to light, as i nevef Was witneis ¢t 
before. The General, however, bears ai! with. 
out fhewing the leaft tymptom of diicompoiure, 
and would, I doubt not, if fentenced to the gal- 
lows, make his exit like a true Tyburn bero.”” 


Puivapvetpura, Ofober 4. 

Yefterday arrived the fhip Apollo, Capt. Bi!- 
lings, from London, ina paffage of 37 days from 
the Lizard. Capt. Billings informs us, that on 
the 27th of Auguft, in lat. 48. o. N. the Lizard 
bearing NEBE diftance 83 leagues, he fell in with 
the Britith fleet, and was boarded by the Bar- 
fleur’s barge, in which came an officer to folicit a 
fupply of poultry for Sir John Jervis, as thelr de- 
parture from Torbay was unexpeled, and notice 
for failing very fhort. Capt. Billings fupplied 
them with what he could {pare, it being almoft a 
calm—when in the center of the ficet, be was 
boarded and examined by the boats belonging to 
allthe flag thips: one of the officers informed 
Capt. Billings, that they had been out ten days 
from Torbay, and that the fleet confifted of 31 
fail of the line, g frigates, 2 fire-fhips, 4 cutters, 
and 2 brigs, the whole confilting of 48 fail, under 
the command of Earl Howe, his flag being then 
on board the Queen Charlotte—the fleet bearing 
all day nearly S. W. the wind at North. Capt. 
Billings faw a fignal pafs through the fleet, when 
all the thips immediately double rceefed the topials, 
and at fun-fet another fignal was made when they 
all wore to the Northward—he left them ftcering 
tothe Eaftward under eafy fail, he was likewile 
informed that they expected hourly to be joined 
bythe Datch fpuadron. When Capt, Billings 
was at St. Helen’s, on the 21ft of Auguft, there 
were 4 Dutch line of battle fhips at Spithead.

** On the 2oth ult. a large veffel arrived in this

W. The circumttances, related by the mate of 
ine above veffel, are as follows: ‘* On the 17th 
ult. a Spanifh thip hove in fight, and on the 18th 
approached {6 near that we couid difcover her co- 
lours: She appeared to be a new veffel, and very 
heavy laden ; the weather being calm, we failed 
in company till the 1gth—on which day about 10 
o’clock, A. M. a very heavy cloud approached 
from the N. W, About 12 o’clock we were {ur- 
prized with the appearance of a tremendvous wa- 
ter (pout, in its progrefs towards us; buat, provi- 
denually, a ftiff breeze preceded it, to which we 
fpread all fait poflible, and were in a fhort time 
beyond the danger of its fuétion. The od Sop 
(who were either confufed or not apprifed of the 
eal dangers as loon as we) were in a little time 
victims to the raging whirlpool. We beheld with 
forrow, their dreadful difafter, but could not af- 
ford them the leaft affifiance. In a few minutes a 
horrible ftorm eniued, which encreafed to fach a 
hurricane, that we were obliged to cut away our 
main mait, which we expected would fhortly have 
been otherwife carried away. About two o’clock 
we loft our fore and mizen mafts, with one of our 
principal hands. In this fituation we paffed the 
night, toffed at the mercy of the waves—and a- 
bout ten o’clock the next day, we were favoured 
with good weather, and (as you beheld us) have 
arrived.”
